DRIVER FORCES 
CAR OFF ROAD; 
BOY IS INJURED 


Machine Driven by Ohio 
Woman Turns Over; 
“Road Hog” Re­ 
fuses to Give 
Aid. 


One of the most flagrant cases 
of “road hogging” was reported 
here today. 
The driver of a 
New Jersey car, traveling east 
on the Lincoln Highway, is re­ 
ported to hare deliberately forced 
the car, driven by Mrs. A. B. 
TiJlus, of 
Cleveland, 
from the 
highway, causing it to upset and 
slightly injuring Mrs. Tillus’ son. 
Mrs. Tillus and the driver of 
the New Jersey machine were 
running close to each other from 
Chambersburg. 
Several 
times 
the New Jersey man speeded up 
and passed Mrs. Tillus and then 
waved to her to speed up. 
She 
refused to accept the invitation 
to race, but passed the New Jer­ 
sey car over the South Moun­ 
tains. 
The New Jersey driver over­ 
took Mrs. Tillus some distance 
west of here and 
passed 
her. 
Then she endeavored to pass him 
about three miles west of this 
place. 
As she was passing the 
New Jersey car, the driver is re­ 
ported to have deliberately pulled 
over in front of her machine, 
forcing her from the highway. 
Mrs. Tillus’ car upset, hit a 
telephone pole and landed on its 
top. 
Two women in the back 
seat fell on Mrs. Tillus’ young 
son, scraping a quantity of skin 
from his hip. 
The New Jersey man is said 
to 
have 
stopped 
for 
a 
few 
■mutes when he saw the acci­ 
dent, but did not offer to assist 
the occupants of the Ohio ma­ 
chine. 
He drove on leaving the 
Ohians to manage as best they 
coaid. 
Mrs. Tillus’ machine was right­ 
ed by the wrecking crew of the 
Sherbert 
garage. 
and 
after 
making repairs to it, the Ohians 
proceeded toward New York City, 
their destination. 
In the excitement of the acci­ 
dent, the occupants of Mrs. Til- 
lus* machine failed to secure the 
license number of the New Jersey 
car.

Close upon the heels of his an­ 
nouncement that a “reasonable” speed 
limit will be enforced in Gettysburg, 
Special Officer Mervin Cluck arrested 
Dennis

charged with reckless 
driving.

was the officer’s first arrest. 
Boyd was charged with driving be­ 
tween 35 and 40 miles an hour by Of­ 
ficer Cluck. 
The alleged violator is 
said to have driven in Baltimore street 
toward Center Square at high speed, 
and

crossings or sounding warnings. 
According to the officer, Boyd de­ 
nied that he was driving fit excessive 
speed, but later admitted the offense 
and was fined $5. 
Officer Cluck announced $iat while 
15 miles an hour is the legal speed in 
Gettysburg no effort will be made to 
enforce that limit and “reasonable” 
speeds will be permitted.

department of State College. 
Any 
team may be entered and prizes fo r1 
all contesting will 
be 
forthcoming, 
the lowest being five dollars, or the 
entrance fee for the event. 
The horses will be hitched to the 
machine and the 
amount 
of 
their 
pulling power will be determined by 
the apparatus. 
Prizes up to $25 will 
be offered for the teams pulling the 
largest amount. 
Final arrangements were also made 
at the meeting last night for the re­ 
mainder of the 
amusements to be 
offered. 
A merry-go-round has been 
secured through the Alexander Com­ 
pany which is also an additional at­ 
traction. 
Several bands have been secured for 
the duration of the fair and it is ex­ 
pected that a number of additional 
features will be added within a short 
time. 
The next meeting of the committee 
will be July 12 at the G. W. Koser 
Warehouse at wTiich time it is ex­ 
pected that the full list of premiums 
will be drawn up.

The general store, warehouse and 
coal business at Orrtanna, which has 
been in the Kreally name since 1884, 
has been sold to George M. Weller, of 
Johnstown, who will take possession 
July 5.

Western 
Maryland extended its lines to Orr­ 
tanna, the tracks terminating at the 
Kready warehouse. 
Four years lat­ 
er, the tracks were extended to High­ 
field to join with the main line of the 
Western Maryland. 
Ten years ago the elder Mr. Kready 
retired from the business, and his son, 
A. IL Kready, took it over, and in ad­ 
dition was freight, express and ticket 
agent for the railroad. 
His plans 
for the future have not been com­ 
pleted.

VARE LIEUTENANT 
IS TOO MUCH FOR 
REED WHO QUITS 


Campaign ExpensesFor 
Senate 
Candidates 
in Primary 
Are 
Filed at Harris­ 
burg. 


The 
expense account of the 
Vare-Beidlem an-James-Hugentug- 
ler committee of Adams county, 
filed 
with 
the 
state 
election 
bureau at 
Harrisburg, 
Monday 
afternoon, 
showed 
receipts 
of 
$500 and expenditures of $480. 
John Myers, of Hampton, was 
chairman for Yare 
in 
Adams 
county. 
A deficit of $289.77 was rolled 
up by the Northampton county 
Vare-Beidleman Campaign Com­ 
mittee, according to its account. 
The committee received $5050 and 
spent $5939.77. Of the contribu­ 
tions, $2500 came from Thomas F. 
Watson, treasurer of the Vare- 
Beidleman State Committee, while 
the balance was collected by John 
R. Chidsey, committee treasurer 
from Easton residents. 


*Be A ssociated P re sa.' 
Washington, June 15.—IWilliam S. 
Yare, the victor in the Republican 
senatorial primary in Pennsylvania, 
told the Senate campaign funds com­ 
mittee the story of his successful fight 
against Senator Pepper and Governor 
Plnchot today. 
Questioned at length about the un­ 
usual expenditures during the cam­ 
paign, Mr. Vare explained the political 
organization through which his cam­ 
paign fund was collected and spent. 
Figures submitted have brought up 
to almost $600,000 the total spent in 
his behalf and have placed at nearly 
$2,000,000 the grand 
total 
of the 
tickets. 
Reed Quits Quiz* 
Nonplussed over the ins and outs 
of the campaign collection, the Sen­ 
ate committee today had to change 
its course of investigation and tackle 
the question from a new angle. 
With Thomas S. W'atson, treasurer 
of the Vare organization in Philadel­ 
phia, on the stand, Chairman Reed 
exhausted his celebrated talent as a 
cross examiner in his efforts to find 
out tho original source of a $200,000 
contribution and finally gave it up 
and temporarily quit the committee 
room. 
“Anyone can ask these questions 
who wants to,” 
said 
Reed. 
“I’m 
through.” 
With that he walked out. 
Senator 
McNary, Republican, of Oregon, then 
questioned Watson who said the $25,'- 
000 which he himself contributed to 
the 
fund 
represented 
“accretions” 
from his business over quite a period. 
The witness also said he drew part 
of it out of the hank. 
Harry Mackey, city treasurer, of 
Philadelphia, and state wide manager 
of the Vare organization, was than 
called to the stand. He was the third 
witness of the day. 
Mackey 
went 
through 
a 
long 
description of how he organized the 
state and appealed to all fraternal 
organizations to support Vare. 
L. S. 
Roberts and King Wolfe were the 
managers 
for 
Vare in Allegheny 
county and signed a receipt for $2,- 
000, they received for campaign work. 
“ King Wolfe brought in on one of 
those 
Pittsburgh 
political 
clubs. 
When he woke up his face was bat­ 
tered in and the $1,000 gone,” said Mr. 
Mackey. 
“Was that a Pepper or a Pinchot 
political club?” asked Senator King, 
of Utah. 
“I can’t say,” Mackey replied.

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HOW TO USE THE FLAG 
Monday, June 14, was Flag Day, the 
149th anniversary of the adoption of 
Old Glory as the flag of the United 
Staten, which recalls that there is a 
flag etiquette it is necessary to ob­ 
serve in showing proper respect for 
the American flag. 
In brief, the flag 
rules are as follows: 
The flag should fly only from 
sunrise to sunset, never being left 
out at night except when under 
fire from an enemy. 
On 
Memorial 
Day 
the 
flag 
should be displayed at half staff 
until noon, when it 
should 
be 
raised to the peak until sunset. 
When the flag is to be raised to 
half-staff or half-mast, it should 
be run to the peak first and then 
lowered the width of the flag. 
When the flag is to be run down 
it should be raised to the peak 
first and then retired. 
The flag 
should never be allowed to touch 
the ground. 
The flag should be hung flat in 
decorating, and never be festooned 
and draped. 
It should never he 
placed below a 
person 
sitting, 
and when used as an altar cover­ 
ing, the Union should be at the 
right as you face the altar, and 
nothing except the 
Holy 
Bible 
should ever be placed upon it. The 
flag should never be struck with 
a gavel or other instrument. 
The flag should always be hung 
with 
the 
outside 
facing 
the 
audience, the Union to the left 
(as you view it on the wall) when 
hung horizontally, the Union to 
the 
right 
when 
hung perpen­ 
dicularly. 
(Same appearance as 
if flag was attached to staff or 
reproduced by printing process). 
When placed over a bier or 
casket the Union of the flag 
should be at the head. 
In parade, or when crossed with 
other flags, the Stars and Stripes 
should always be at the right. 
Used in unveiling a statue or 
monument, the flag should not be 
allowed to fall to the ground, but 
should be carried aloft to wave 
out, forming a distinctive feature 
during the remainder of the cere­ 
mony. 
The flag should never be worn 
as the whole or part of a costume. 
As a badge it should be worn over 
the left breast. 
The flag should never la* re­ 
versed except in case of distress 
at sea. 
in making a flag to order, re­ 
member that the proper dimen­ 
sions have been fixed by executive 
order (May 26, 1916), as follows: 
its length should be just 19 
times its height. 
The Union, or part of the flag 
on which the stars appear on the 
blue field, should be seven stripes 
high and its length .76 of the 
height of the flag. The stars are 
five-pointed, with one point di­ 
rectly upward.

the American flag. In brief, the flag. A glorious way to start the day! 
rules are as follows: 


The flag should fly only from 


sunrise to sunset, never being left 
out at night except when under 
fire from an enemy. 


On Memorial Day the flag 


should be displayed at half staff 
until noon, when it should be 
raised to the peak until sunset. 


When the flag is to be raised to 


half-staff or half-mast, it should 
be run to the peak first and then 
lowered the width of the flag. 
"W-hen the flag is to be run down 
it should be raised to the peak 
first and then retired. The flag 
should never be allowed to touch 
the ground. 


The flag should be hung flat in 


decorating, and never be festooned 
and draped. 
It should never be 


placed below a person 
sitting, 


and when used as an altar cover- 
ing, the Union should be at the 
right as you face the altar, and 
nothing except the Holy Bible 
should ever be placed upon it. The 
flag should never be struck with 
a gavel or other instrument. 


The flag should always be hung 


with the outside 
facing 
the 


audience, the Union to the left 
(as you view it on the wall) when 
hung horizontally, the Union to 
the right 
when hung perpen- 


dicularly. 
(Same appearance as 


if flag was attached to staff or 
reproduced by printing process). 


When placed over a bier or 


casket the Union of the flag- 
should be at the head. 


In parade, or when crossed with 


other flags, the Stars and Stripes 
should always be at the right. 


Used in unveiling a statue or 


monument, the flag should not be 
allowed to fall to the ground, but 
should be carried aloft to wave 
out, forming a distinctive feature 
during the remainder of the cere- 
mony. 


The flag should never 1-e worn 


as the whole or part of a costume. 
As a badge it should be worn over 
the left breast. 


The flag should never be re- 


versed except in caso of distress 
at sea. 


In making- a flag to order, re- 


member that the proper dimen- 
sions have been fixed by executive 
order (May 20, 191G), as follows: 


Its length should be just 1 'J 


times its height.

high and its length .70 of the 
height of the flap.

Alcohol in excess, nicotine and the 


caffeine in coffee are known to raise 
blood-pressure. 
Over-eating, 
with 


lack of exercise, also allows poison- 
ous v. astc-productb to accumulate in 
the blood. 


Moderate mental activity does not 


bring on high blood-presKure. 
It is 


the-incessant overstrain and anxiety 
induced by the keen 
competition of 


modern business that are harmful. 
Many business men take much less 
care of their bodies than they give to 
their cars. 


Every brain Worker should 
have 


several hours daily for relaxation and 
devote one day in the week to com- 
plete rest. 
His hobbies ought to dif- 


fer widely from his daily tasks and he 
-•hould make a rule of taking each day 
a ride on horseback, a round' of golf, 
or even a game «f 
bowls. 
Mild, 


regular exercise refreshes 
a 
tired 


mind, renews exhausted nerves, and 
helps ward off the impending risks of 
an increasing blood-pressure.

LINCOLN RELICS 
TAKEN TO SESQU! 


Cane and Gavel Presented^ to In- 


diana Man Shown by 


Sister. 


Presented to her brother by Abra- 


ham Lincoln as a reward for • good 
work during: the convention oC I860, 
a walnut cane and gave), m-vle i'rora 
some rails from the Chicago Conven- 
tion in 1860, and each surrounded with 
a silver band inscribed, "Abraham 
Lincoln to Ira Haworth, 1860," have 
been brought to Philadelphia by Mrs. 
Hannah M. Fisher, a visitor. 


The Haworth family originally lived 


in Wayne county, Indb.ua, Mrs. Fi-sher 
says, and later moved to Vermilion, 
Illinois, but at the lime of the famous 
election of 1860, thc-y -were btill iiv- 
ing in Indiana. 


Her brother, who was intensely in- 


terested in politics and a fiviri believer 
in Lincoln's doctrines regarding the 
slavery question, entered into the 
light, and worked hard for the or- 
ganization of that county which was 
strongly at that time Democratic. 


Women's Aid Solicited 


Not only did he work to organize 


the men of the county for Lincoln, but 
he believed if he could interest the 
women in the 
campaign he could 


strengthen his cause even though they 
did not have a vote. 


Mrs. Fisher said that so well con- 


vinced was her brother in the sound- 
ness of this theory that he offered to 
the women who should at the end of 
the campaign be judged to have done 
the most for the cause a "ten dollar 
dress pattern" which in those days 
and values was considered 
a prize 


well worth trying for. 


The first intimation the Haworth 


family had of their son Ira's activities 
in the interest of the campaign was 
when a neighbor went to a political 
meeting near Lincoln's home town 
where he met the future president. 


When Lincoln learned where he was 


from he said to the visitor. "I hear 
some good work is being clone for me 
down your way by'a young man by 
the name of Haworth." 


Sometime after the Chicago con- 


vention, which nominated Lincoln, he 
wrote to an uncle living in or near 
Chicago asking him to ship him one 
of the old split rails' which had been 
brought into the convention by some 
of his admirers, symbolical of his past 
performances and to impress upon the 
delegates the character of the man 
they were seeking to elect to the presi- 
dency. 


Final Disposition Unknown 


It was from thi« walnut rail th" 


cane and gavel were made and for- 
warded to Mr. Haworth, to be prized 
highly by him until the day of his 
death in 1912. 


The relics then came into the pos- 


session of the sister and she in turn 
loaned them to the Museum of Eaii- 
ham College at Richmond, Indiana, un- 
til its destruction by fire several years 
ago. 


Mrs* Fisher is herself 
a 
direct 


descendant of John 
Adams, 
second 


president of the United States, her 
earlier ancestors coming to this coun- 
try in 1699 from Lancashire, England, 
in the ship in which William Penn 
made his second voyage to America. 


Her husband served with the Union 


Army during the Civil War until he 
was captured by Confederates and im- 
prisoned 
in 
Andcrsonville 
for 
ten 


months. 


What disposition Mrs. Fisher finally 


will make of the relics she herself 
does not know. At present they rest 
in a safe deposit vault of one of the 
banks here. She has kept the articles 
with her on various trips she has made 
about the country. But she is of the 
opinion she must soon find a safe place 
to leave them where they will be prop- 
erly preserved but at the same time be 
available to the thousands who some- 
times travel miles to see even the most 
modest of articles that are in any way 
connected with the life or activities of 
the martyr president.
